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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting : 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-11,14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Trieu 
(6733531). 

Trieu discloses an artificial intervertebral disc, comprising a nucleus of flexible 
material with the shape of a flattened body, with a lower and an upper side connected 
by a lateral surface, around which at least substantially radially oriented windings of a 
traction-resistant fibre have been applied. See figures 18-25. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
are not positively recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in 
light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 
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See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). The language 
of "at least one fibre wound around the lower, upper and lateral surfaces..." does not 
preclude the fabric of Trieu which contains fibres that may be broadly construed as 
being wound around the surfaces as broadly claimed. The language fails to define the 
fibre as being continuously wound around each of the lower.upper and lateral surfaces 
forming substantially radially oriented continuous windings about the lower and upper 
surfaces of the flattened body. 

Claims 4-11, see columns 5,6 and 12. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12,13,15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 16-18 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 12/19/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. See examiner's arguments supra. '
